Twenty years ago In Kentucky sui- 
cide waa thought to be prima facie ev- 
idence of Insanity; now nobody sug- 
gests any such thing. Men and wo- 
men suicide Just like they get mar- 
get divorced, and nobody 
thinks that one is sny more eTldaaee 
of insanity than either ot the other 
two, but there Is a growing tendency 
that marrying Is more evidence 
nlty tiiau suiride. There has 
great i ffort among the clergy 
to make it appear that Inddellty Is the 
cause ot so much suicide, but the fact 
hat nearly all suicides are Christians 
las made the clergy abandon their 
contention. But all the same It Is 
growing Infidelity that Is making the 
people kill themselves. 

They used to believe the Bible and 
were afraid to kill themselves because 
hey believed they would go to 
If they did. Now It Is getting so 
nearly all Intelligent people are be- 
coiglng Infldels and In the transition 
stage they have not the fear or%eU 
to deter them and have not the phil- 
osophy of Infidelity to encourage 
them and they naturally end their 
troubles by suicide. 

Suicide will continue to be common

What Proper Pretest Did. 

"What Und of pollUcs is there in It? 
Let me illustrate by example. A few 
years ago a bill was introduced into 
the New Jersey Legislature, the word- 
ing ot which was ambiguous, and 
might have subjected our parochial 
schools to Uiatlon. I requested some 
influential Catholics to suggest the pro- 
priety of changing the phraseology of 
the measure. The reply as: 

" 'We dont waat to tax yooi 
that bill was drawn up hr • laamed 
constltuUonal lawyer of Newaric, and 
it will have to stand.' 

"Immediately I summoned the Ex- 
ecutive Board of the State Branch of 
Federation. A committee was appoint- 
ed of Irish-Americans and German- 
Americans — some Democrats, others 
Republicans. They called upon the 
majority leader of the House, and said 
to him: 

" "We represent the Federated Cath- 
olic Societies of the State. We are op- 
posed to the phraseology of that tax 
bill; we ask that It be changed, other- 
wise we win go back and report to 
our societies.' What was the reply? 

"'Gentlemen, tor heaven's sake 
don't sUr up a hornet's nest on this 
question. What changes do you want? 
We win be very glad to make them. 

"That's the kind ot politics there is 
In federation. And It is certainly 
high time that we began 1» know how 
to employ the prerogatives ot Ameri- 
can cltizentdilp. 

"Federation In an organization form- 
ed of subordinate societies for the 
idvancemtnt of the civil, religious and 

ted States and its dependencies, 
will not Interfere with the aims, ob- 
■ects or autonomy of existent organl- 
'.ations. Such a union Is desirable for 
the formation ot aa lastrwnant alwayr 
n readiness to voica CathoUo ssntl- 
tnent in the State and nation, 

"We may seldom need it but when 
we do, we need it badly, and it must 
therefore, be in such shape that we 
can at once put our bands upon 

"As practical results may be 
Moned the ccnceeslons nmde In the 
Philippine difllcultles, the present ami- 
cable relations existing in Porto Rico, 
tlu' changed asix^ct of the Indian 
schools, the clear light Ihrov 
vexed public school system. Other 
agencies assisted. It is true, but fed- 
eration was always In the t«I7 tore- 
front on all these matters. 

What It Proposes to Do. 

"First the unification of the Cath- 
olic nationalities of the United States; 
second, the banishment ot divorce 
and Socialism; third, tha creation ot 
public oplnkm on all tha great proto- 
loms of the day, and the dissemina- 
tion of their Catholic solution. 

"if we look into tlie statistics of the 
Catholic church in this country, 
will find that, within the last hundred 
years, we have had great lOMes. 
are now about holding our owi 
though there iS still some leakage 
The multiplication of our churches, 
rell<;IouB and educational institutions, 
the numj^cr nf priests, are all stem- 
ming the tide. Indeed, we are mak- 
ing encroachments on the non-Catho- 
lic body by our missions to them. 

"The time was when It was differ- 
ent; when the Iriahman and the Ger- 
man with his descendants, scattered 
out over the broad face ot this 
try, lost the faith. Joined some of the 
sects, or the great crowd, which some 
call the big church,' what Christ call- 
ed the world, always without doctrine 
and generally without morality. 

"Some tell us that It the descend- 
ants of Catholics inhabiting the land 
now covered by the nation had been 
steadfast In the faith, we would nun» 
her at present about half tne popula- 
tion of the United States, or about 
10,000,000, whereas, we are between 
12,000,000 and 15,000,000. We certain- 
ly don't want this leakage repeated, 
and we are large enough and strong 
enough to prevent it, if we 
gether. it will recur unices we take 
up the cause of the foreign national- 
ties coming to our shores. That is the 
reason 1 so warmly advocate tha 
church extension plan. 

The Probism Beeklng taiullaii. 
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Consider the problem which con- 
fronts us in the saving of the different 
races to the faith. See them in our 
large cities, thousands ut)on thous- 
ands all collected together. Poles, 
Slavs, Italians, Hungarlaaa, have 
cMue aoroaa the Atlantic. Uka great 
immense flocks of migrating birds, 
and have -sat down in the midst of 
our cities. 

'It Is during this formative pro- 
cess that there will be danger. When 
the colony begins to disintegrate, 
when its tsmllies and individuals be- 
gin to Intermingle with the rest of the 
population, there will come loss of 
fr.Ith, unless we aro prepared to pre- 
vent it. 

"Here is a work tor federation. 
These natlonallUea are all aUvo to the 
importance and the hststts of WSaak> 
mion. Let us take them la aaMMg «i 
by their societies. In this way Usy 
will be kept In constant 
us and we with them,

"In a word, we will give them the
